NOTE 



The collections of antiques in this catalogue are the 
private accumulations of the past twenty-five years, and 
they formed the decoration of the writer’s city and 
country homes. 

Hispano-Mauresque and Italian faience, Persian and 
Indian shields and bucklers, and brass, copper, and 
bronze plaques of Holland, Spain, Italy, and the Orient, 
form a group of wall ornaments that may not be dupli- 
cated. 

The Chinese section may be deemed worthy in 
examples of early pottery and porcelain, and even rich 
in the miniature pieces of single colors, blue and white, 
jade, amethyst, crystal, cloisonne, and ivory. 

In the Greek division a representation of vases and 
statuettes of the best epochs can be viewed, and the 
specimens of ancient glass will interest those who delight 
in rare forms and iridescence. 

The metal department includes old copper and brass 
vases of Spain, France, Russia, Holland, Italy, and 
Persia. The array is an unusual sight. A few Barye 
bronzes, some European cabinet pieces, and a number of 
Japanese metal works complete the survey of the four 
afternoons of sales. 

At different times when buying these various objects I 
applied the intelligence then possessed, to the selection 
always of a veritable specimen of art that was beautiful 
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or interesting, or both. I have given and arranged to 
have written in this catalogue a brief description of each 
lot. No claim for the supremacy of any specimen is 
made. The collection simply represents a personal pref- 
erence when an object was sought for a new note in a 
cabinet, or to aid in the embellishment of a vacancy in 
a room.

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INTRODUCTION 



While writing this catalogue of the Greek and Roman 
antiquities of Mr. Thomas B. Clarke’s collection, I take 
pleasure in stating that every object herewith described 
has been critically examined, and is guaranteed to be an 
antique and an original work of the time ascribed. Mr. 
Clarke began his collection of antiquities as early as 
1878. Since that time his selections have been made 
from the best obtainable objects, and the following well- 
known collections are represented : 

In Italy, the Castellani, Doria, Galotzi, Colucci, etc. 
In France, the Piot, Greau, Spitzer, Lticuyer, Sabatier, 
Pourtales, H. Hoffmann, and Rollin and Fenardent. In 
England, Edwards, Van Branteghem, Pugioli ; Lawson, 
in Smyrna, etc. 

The glass specimens came from Greece, Smyrna, and 
excavations made in Greek and Roman tombs in Syria.

The vases from Nola are 
among the best, while those from Apulia and South Italy 
are the most elaborate and handsome productions of the 
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Greek ceramists. The “ Capo di Monte ” vase is, pos- 
sibly, the largest and finest vase ever offered at public 
sale in this country. 

Of the Greek terra-cotta groups and single figures from 
Tanagra and Asia Minor, it is unnecessary to dwell upon, 
for they are admitted by connoisseurs to be the most 
exquisite miniature productions left by ancient artists.

ANTIQUE GLASS 

FROM GREECE, CYPRUS, AND ASIA MINOR 

The collection of antique glass which is now offered 
for sale is the result of years of careful selection. Spe- 
cial care has been taken in the choice of the shapes, color, 
and also iridescence. The lustre is given by centuries 
of slow exposure to natural chemical agents. 

The art of making glass belongs to the most remote 
antiquity. It is generally admitted that the Egyptians 
were the inventors of the glass-making industry, wrongly 
attributed to the Phoenicians. In the British Museum 
the Cartouche of King Thothmes III. can be seen on a 
piece of glass found in an Egyptian tomb. The Phoeni- 
cians obtained the secret of glass-making from Egypt, 
and established in their country, at Tyre and Sarepta, 
important glass factories, which for a long time supplied 
the world. 

The Phoenicians succeeded in making three kinds of 
glass — the colorless glass, the translucent and colored 
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glass, and the opaque glass ; but this last is the most 
celebrated. In this kind appears a combination of many 
colors of enamel, and a great variety in their adaptation 
into various ornaments. This class is also called Greek 
glass, as it is often found among Greek antiquities. The 
main characteristic of such vases is that the ornamenta- 
tion seems to have been obtained by the insertion of 
enamel paste into the body of the vase. It is something 
like cloisonnd. The beautiful pieces of iridescent glass 
herein described, unless otherwise specified in the cata- 
logue, come from excavations made in Grasco-Roman 
tombs in Syria. They belong to a period ranging from 
the second century b.c. to the second century of our era, 
and are remarkable examples of rare shapes and of rich 
tones of iridescence. 

Note. — Following this collection of glass, two decorated lead 
panels will be sold. They were found in Syria, with the Grasco- 
Roman glass.

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GREEK VASES 



When a loan collection of Greek art was on exhibition at the Union 
League Club, New York, the following was published : 

0 work of the Greek potter has come to us 
which has not its artistic aspect. The work- 
man’s knowledge of form and sense of 
design was wonderful. The artists who 
produced vases were of an humble order, but 
in a community the most artistic that ever existed, the 
humblest works recall the traditions of the grand style. 
The painted vases made in the fourth century b. c. are 
the finest known. The most illustrious Greek potters 
lived in Ceramicus, a quarter of Athens. 

It is not only the archaeological student to-day who is 
interested in these objects, for the recent development 
in art taste has led to the gathering of beautiful antiqui- 
ties for household embellishment by many amateurs 
throughout this country. Ancient Greek vases of noble 
form and handsome decoration possess attractions be- 
cause of their beauty of outline, and for the reason that 
they invite investigation of the great art epochs they 
represent. An opportunity is also afforded to compare 
the works of modern times with them. All specimens of 
Greek pottery are not beautiful, but in the collection 
made for this exhibition the uppermost idea has been to 
bring together veritable things that specially exemplify 
the beauty of form. The examples shown bear these 
names and are classified as follows : Amphora, a re- 

ceptacle for wine, oil, and honey. The Calpis and 
Hydria were used for holding water. The Oinochoe 
and Prochons were pitchers for pouring water. Wine 
and water were mixed in the Crater, Kelebe, and Oxyba- 
phon. The Aryballos and Lekythos held perfume and 
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ointment, and the Kylix, Kantharos, and Skyphos were 
drinking vessels. 

The remarkably perfect condition of many of the ob- 
jects in this collection will be commented upon. Some 
vases were taken from the tombs in just the state as 
they now appear. Others were partly covered with 
incrustation. When such sandy substance has hidden 
any part of the painting the matter has been removed 
by an acid bath, and the original surface and drawing 
are revealed. (The vases referred to were principally 
from Mr. Clarke’s collection.) 

CORINTHIAN STYLE —EIGHTH TO SIXTH 
CENTURY B.C.

This last 
monster, of gigantic dimensions, has a long 
cuneiform beard ; his head is crowned with 
foliage, and in place of legs he has a fish tail.

Fourth century b.c.; found in Apulia. The 
decoration of this splendid vase belongs to the 
richest polychrome style, and is remarkable by 
the variety and profusion of its ornamentation. 
On the high handles are Medusa heads in relief. 
The body is covered with palmetto patterns of 
the best decorative effect. On one side appear 
a usual scene of offerings, while on front of the 
vase the scene represented seems to be an illus- 
tration of the “Judgment of Paris.” He is 
seated to the right, while facing him are grouped 
Juno, Minerva, and Venus, besides Mercury 
and two Cupids. The drawing of the figures 
is very delicate ; full of details and action 
This vase compares favorably with the best 
examples of Apulian ceramics ; is 28 inches high, 
an unusual size. 

423 — Large Bell-shaped Crater. 

From Capua; fourth century b.c. Red orna- 
mentation on olive-black ground, with addition 
of white, yellow, and gilt ornaments in relief. 
The decoration is composed of two pictures 
of subjects which make a continuous border 
covering the whole body of the vase. The front 
scene seems to represent the “ Love of Diony- 
sius and Ariadne ” ; the other side of the vase 
seems to be devoted to the “ Apotheosis of 
Theseus.” This vase, which is 20 inches high 
and 17 in diameter, is in a perfect state of pres- 
ervation. It was found near Capua, and is most 
interesting, having no less than eighteen figures 
of gods and heroes, viz.: first pictures — Diony- 
sius, Ariadne, Eros, Silenus, Priapus, Bacchante, 
Faun, Demeter, Bacchante, Faun, Pan ; second 
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pictures — Theseus, two Nike, Pallas, Faun, 
Hera, Hermes. The drawing of the figures is 
very artistic and of the most decorative effect, 
the pictures covering the whole ground like a 
continuous frieze. 

424 — Capo Di Monte Vase. 

The celebrated Greek vase, known in Italy 
by the name of “ 11 gran Vaso del Capo Di 
Monte,” was deposited in the Pv.oyal Neapolitan 
Museum, with other treasures of the Farnese 
family, by the King of Naples, at the close of the 
last century. It was found in the garden of the 
Bishop of Polysthene, near Tarentum, in Apulia, 
in the year 1786, in a subterraneous apartment 
of forty feet in length, at fourteen feet below 
the surface of the ground. The subject of the 
painting in front is the familiar feature of Greek 
heroic history, namely, the “ Battle of Theseus 
with Plippolyte and another Amazon.” Above 
them, as in Olympus, are four deities, Apollo, 
with Diana, Minerva, and Hercules, corres- 
ponding to the account by Pausanias of the 
ornaments on the throne of Jupiter Olympus. 
On the neck of the vase is a representation of 
Victory, as a winged female in a chariot drawn 
by four white horses, with a laurel upright, but 
preceded by Hecate bearing torches, with a 
laurel prostrate. (It will be remembered that 
Pindar terminates some of his odes by bidding 
Fame carry the news of his hero’s victory to 
the shades below.) Surmounting the vase are 
two heads, full-faced, which are on one side 
white, and on the other in shade, as presiding 
over day and night, representing Castor and 
Pollux ; two heads of swans on each side recall

their mother Leda, and terminate the handles. 
On the reverse of the vase is a hero seated in 
a temple, holding a patera with an egg placed 
upon it. Outside the temple are four figures of 
mourners, two of whom bring offerings. The 
shape is of the most harmonious Greek outline. 
Its height is 3 feet 6 inches, its girth 63 inches, 
and it is in the highest state of preservation. 
It gives additional interest to the history of 
this vase that, at the time of Napoleon I.’s con- 
quest of Italy in 1800, a French agent had 
been commissioned by the government to se- 
cure this vase, which had been set down first 
amongst other works of art to be sent to the 
Louvre. The agent brought it to London, 
however, instead of to Paris. The late Mr. 
Charles Townley (the donor of the marbles to 
the British Museum) heard of its arrival and 
told his friend James Edwards, Esq., of Pall 
Mall (see sale, 1815), who bought the vase. 
When it reached London early in this century, 
it was the largest vase of its character which 
had been discovered in a hundred years. 



GREEK TERRA-COTTA STATUETTES 
AND GROUPS 

The objects described under this heading are the 
results of excavations in Greece and Asia Minor. The 
difficulty of getting antiquities from Greece to-day makes 
it impossible, in some cases, to indicate with absolute 
accuracy the location of the “finds.” In Asia Minor the 
Turkish law forbids researches and exportation of an- 
tiquities. It is certain, however, that the Smyrna and 
Myrina districts have furnished many groups. These 
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groups are made in moulds, like the Tanagra figurines ; 
still, no exact duplicates have yet been found. The 
artist seems, even in groups of similar design, to have 
treated the figures and draperies differently in each com- 
position. These specimens are productions of the artists 
of the third and fourth centuries b.c. The figures and 
groups show the realistic side of life, even though they 
represent mythological ideas. The impression that these 
artistic objects produce is profound. 

In his “ Manual of Greek Archaeology ” Mr. M. Col- 
lignon writes: “We have dwelt upon the Tanagra fig- 
urines because of their importance and artistic value. 
They are interesting not only in that they afford infor- 
mation as to the Greek life in the fourth century b.c., 
they are the product of one of the periods in the develop- 
ment of the Hellenic genius in which predominated a 
more subtle and more refined, though less strictly reli- 
gious art.” 

425 — Mother and Child. 

Terra-cotta figurine from Tanagara ; fourth 
century b.c. She is draped with kiton and 
himation. The mother caresses her little child ; 
the infant, in turn, with upturned face and out- 
stretched arms, moves as if to kiss her. The 
faces are full of refined expression. Has a glass 
cabinet.

At 
the cape of Leucade, on the coast of Acar- 
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nania, was a high rock, from which heart-broken 
lovers used to jump into the sea in order to be 
cured of their love. According to a legend, 
Sappho perished in this mad attempt. The 
style of this figure is dramatic, and the disposi- 
tion of the draperies suggest the school of 
Pergamus, which originated during the reign of 
Attalus I., 283 b.c. This terra-cotta is from the 
celebrated Spitzer collection (see catalogue of 
sale, PI.

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of which the group is composed ; in sentiment 
if not in sobriety of design it can stand beside 
the famous bas-relief on an antique tombstone 
of Athens, where the mother, standing, leans 
over the bowed head of her seated son, a young 
warrior devoted to death.”
